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'Citizens'1 lobby1 really a political parly? 
CAP alive and well despite Stavros, ready for action

A news analysis 


The Citizens Action Program (CAP) is 


alive and well and Functioning in Wheel- 
ing, despite the fact that residents have 
not heard the name in several months. 


The group was announced with great 


fanfare as a "citizens' lobby" last No- 
vember, but has all the earmarks of a 
would-be political party. At that time the 
seven CAP leaders were linked to James 
Stavros.

Stavros' Indictment along with five oth- 


er former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials coincided with the 
last time the CAP organization was men- 
tioned at a public meeting. 


On Jan, 31, the day the Indictments 


were returned, Trustee William Heln and 


other 
CAP members 
presented 
the 


Franklin Boulevard Community Hospital 
with a map of potential sites for a satel- 
lite facility. 


H E I N , HOWEVER, said the in- 


dictments h-ve had no effect on CAP ac- 
tivities. He said the group is continuing 
to meet two or three times a month to 
develop new programs. 


"If you will notice, some of the most 


outspoken men in the community are 
members of CAP," he said. Besides 
Hein, the CAP group includes plan com- 
missioners Gil Monoson, Desere Smet 
and Jack Metzger, park commissioners 
Hugh Wilson and Frank Schnaitmami, 
and police and fire commissioner Mike 
Moran. 


Hein said that individual CAP mem- 


bers who propose programs first discuss 
their ideas with the rest of the CAP or- 
ganization. 


According to Hein, the most recent ex- 


ample is Monoson's plan to file a class 
action suit against developer George 
Harhen to get two streets completed in 
the Hollywood Ridge subdivision. Hein 
said the matter was discussed among the 
CAP membership before being publicly 
announced last week,. 


"Everything that comes out on an indi- 


vidual basis has been discussed with the 
CAP organization," he said. 


MONOSON 
AGREED that the in- 


dictments have had no effect on CAP'S 
activities, although announcement of be- 
longing to the CAP group ended about 
the same time the indictments were re- 
turned. 


"It may be coincidental with the.'in-:! 


dictments," Monoson said, "but it isn't 
because of them. I would say that cate- 
gorically." 


Hein said the group's name has not 


been mentioned because members don 
feel such "flag-waving" is necessary. 
The group, however, may be trying to 
avoid some of the speculation about their 
political aspirations by keeping the CAP 
name out of the public eye. 


SEVERAL CAP members were upset 


that the group was classified as a would- 
be political party. Like other members, 
Hein said the group has not ruled out 
political involvement, but has also not 
decided to get involved at this point. 


"Quite frankly, we have not discussed 


anything politically. It's not saying that 
we would not have aspirations," he said. 
"We'retaking a wait and see attitude." 


Wheeling politics are now in a state of 


flux. 
The recent 
indictments 
have 


created greater citizen interest in local 
government, and the village board mem- 
bers are undergoing significant changes 


in their attitudes towards local govern- 
ment. 


While the trustees are changing long- 


standing board policies to encourage cit- 
zen participation, they are also debating 
among themselves whether to seek re- 
electon. Most have agreed that any deci- 
sion at this time is premature. 


OTHER ISSUES also appear to have 


divided the CAP group. For example, 
many residents have attacked Hein for 
conflict of interest because lie works for 
Wheeling Auto Parts,' Inc., a firm that 
does business with the village. 


The "citizens' lobby" was also dragged 


into a controversy over the. location of 
ths Franklin Boulevard Community Hos- 
pital's proposed satellite facility. Spokes- 
men for the group announced CAP sup- 
port for the hospital, which planned to 
purchase the Childerley Retreat House 
property. 


Two CAP members, Schnaitmann and 


Wilson, advocated development of a park 
site on the Childerly property as mem- 
bers of the park board. 


Other CAP members on the plan com- 


mission, including Metzger and Monoson, 
voted against a park designation on the 
Childerley site, saying it would be a 
stumbling block to the hospital. The mat- 
ter was finally resolved when Franklin 
Boulevard abandoned the Childerley site 
for another location. 


Hein said he expected individual CAP 


members to continue to propose village 
programs and reforms as a sounding- 
board for the community. He also said 
the group may soon be expanded to nine 
members,

names. 


"This is what CAP is designed to be," 


he said. "This is what it was meant to 
be." 


Tops for area grade schools 
Schools set Gill 
salary at $37,000 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill is the high- 


est-paid elementary school administrator 
in the Northwest suburbs, having just re- 
ceived a new. three-year contract setting 
his annual salary at $37.000. 


The contract, approved last week by 


the school board, reflects an 11 per cent 
increase over the $33,390 paid to the su- 
perintendent for the 
1973-74 academic 


year. It goes into effect July 1. 


Gill's contract also provides that he 


will receive four weeks' paid vacation 
and the usual benefits specified for all 
full-time employes of School Dist. 21, in- 
cluding life, health and accident insur- 
ance. 


The $33,390 received by Gill for the 


current year is comparable to the sala- 
ries of other local elementary school su- 
perintendents. Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
Supt. Donald Strong is making $36,000, 
Elk Grove Twp. Dist. 59 Supt. James Er- 
viti receives $34.182 and Mount Prospect 
Dist. 26 Supt. John Fridlund's salary Is 
$27.000. High School Dist. 214 Supt. Ed- 
ward Gilbert is currently making $38,500.

car to use in addition to his regular sala- 
ry and contract benefits. The car is re- 
placed every two years and the vehicle 
Gill presently uses is to 'be traded next 
year. 


Last year, Gill received a six per cent 


pay raise over his previous salary of 
$31,500. The superintendent's raise was 
comparable to a 6 per cent pay hike 
negotiated by Dist. 21 teachers. 


Bargaining teams representing local 


teachers and the Dist. 21 school board 
are currently negotiating the 1974-75 
teacher contract. There is no relationship 
between the salaries provided adminis- 
trators and teacher salaries.

Ownership 
probe delays 
street ivork 


Plans to improve Wheeling streets in 


the industrial area east of Wheeling 
Road are being held up until more infor- 
mation is available on who owns the 
property. 


The village has proposed 
vacating 


Railroad Avenue, and selling the proper- 
ty to nearby property owners. The mon- 
ey from this sale'would be used to im- 
prove W. Pine Street. 


Village Engineer Larry Oppenheimer, 


however, said it is not clear if the village 
or the Soo Line Railroad owns the Rail- 
road Avenue property. He said that if the 
railroad owns the street, the village can- 
not vacate the property. 
v 


Trustee Ed Berger said the village 


would still be able to improve W. Pine 
Street by getting 
contributions' from 


nearby property owners who would bene- 
fit from a better road into the area. 


The cost of improving W. Pine Street 


is $27,000, including 30-foot pavement, 
sewers, and curbs and gutters. 


TO RAISE THE necessary funds, the 


village is also investigating the possi- 
bility of vacating Pine Street, which runs 
off of W. Pine Street. The village is con- 
tacting property owners to find out if 
anyone would be landlocked by the vaca- 
tion and if owners are willing to contrib- 
ute to the project. 


The project was proposed by Berger 


after representatives from Evanger Dog 
and Cat Food Co., Inc.'complained about 
the condition of roads in the area. In 
realigning Wheeling Road, the village va- 
cated a short stretch of roadway leading 
to the Evanger plant. The firm was then 
required to take a longer route to the 
property over the dirt and gravel roads. 


Berger said the village was obligated 


to try to help Evanger, since the Wheel- 
ing Road project had led to a loss of 
customers for the company. The trustee 
said he had been told that several clients 
do not want to .bring their heavy trucks 
to the plant anymore. 


"We owe this man right here for a dis- 


service we helped to create," Berger 
said. He added, however, that he does 
not want to spend taxpayers' money to 
finance the project. 


M. 0. HORCHER, administrative as- 


sistant, said property owners contacted 
on the matter have been interested in the 
project. He noted that property value in

Heads of local governments throughout 


Illinois, and auditors who inspect their 
financial operations soon will be receiv- 
ing questionnaires from State Comptrol- 
ler George B. Lindberg designed to 
search out irregularities in the handling 
of public funds. 


At a meeting of his recently formed 


Municipal and County Audit Advisory 
Boards in Chicago Friday, Lindberg ex- 
plained the purpose of the scrutiny of lo- 
cal governmental audits: 


"Our objective is to make sure that 


everything done in government is an 
open bock Money is the lifeblood of gov- 
ernment, and there is a sad history in 
Illinois in the management of money. Of 
the 50 states, we are No. 1 in scandals." 


MEMBERS OF THE two commissions 


then conducted an extensive examination 
of a draft for the questionnaire, which is 
to be put in final form and sent to every 
municipality in the state by April 30, the 
date when most cities and villages close 
their fiscal year. 


William Froehlich of Crystal Lake, 


head of an auditing firm and chairman 
of the advisory board on municipalities, 
told the board members the question- 
naire has two purposes: "First, to up- 
grade the quality of audits of govern- 
mental units, and second, to educate lo- 
cal officials as to what is required of 
them under law."

Group to urge 
minorities: come 
to suburb colleges 


The suburban chapter of the Southern 


Christian Leadership Conference is form- 
ing a coalition of suburban colleges to 
encourage minority students and faculty 
members to come to the suburbs. 


Clyde Brooks, director of suburban 


SCLC met with representatives from 
eight suburban colleges at Harper Col- 
lege in Palatine last week to ask them to 
join the coalition. 


The program of the coalition, Brooks 


said, "will be to increase the options for 
minorities in suburban colleges." The or- 
ganization will be, called the Suburban 
Education Council of SCLC and will pro- 
vide tours of suburban schools for stu- 
dents from the ghetto, will act as a clear- 
inghouse for recruitment of minority 
teachers and will introduce college pur- 
chasing agents to representatives of 
black owned business, Brooks said. 


BROOKS TOLD the college officials 


that even if they support the idea of pro- 
viding opportunity to minorities in theo- 
ry, "if you wait for minorities to come 
out to your college that is 25 or 30 miles 
from their community, it's going to be 
awhile before anything happens." 


He added, "We,feel there must be a 


greater effort to involve suburban col- 
leges in our (SCLC) activity. Keep in 
mind that many times minorities have 
the same fears of the white commu- 
nity that the whites have toward minor- 
ity communities." 


In addition to recruiting faculty and 


providing information for students from 
minority groups, Brooks said the council 
can set up internship programs for white 
students so they can work in minority 
communities and can help get scholar' 
ships for minority students coming to the 
suburbs. 


OFFICIALS FROM Harper, College of 


DuPage and other community colleges 
agreed that recruiting minority students 
for their schools is difficult because the 
law covering community colleges re- 
quires students living outside the college 
district to pay higher tuition than resi- 
dents of the college district. 


Brooks said he agrees that the law is a 


problem, but added that he thinks the 
law will eventually be challenged in 
court. The 'higher tuition for out of dis- 
trict students, he said, "is a class tax, 
because the same communities which 
have the colleges have not made it pos- 
sible for people to live in their commu- 
itites because they've resisted low-and 
moderate-income housing." 


However, Brooks said that the colleges 


who choose to join SCLC's council will be 
able to start working with minorities 
even if the law is not changed.

THE QUESTIONNAIRE is designed to 


require auditors to compare the financial 
policies of local governments to local and 
state laws which govern them and to ad- 
vise the comptroller's office if there is a 
possibility of "irregularities," embezzle- 
ment or fraud. 


A number of auditors serving on the 


boards or advising them expressed ap- 
prehension about auditors making legal 
judgments, or violating a confidential 
relationship with their clients. 


However, Froehlich pointed out that 


audit reports submitted to governmental 
units become public record. "If we dis- 
cover an embezzlement," he said, "we 
don't go to anyone else with the informa- 
tion. But once the report is submitted to 
the public body, it is part of the public 
record "

Mariner 10 on target for Mercury 


Mariner 10 took aim on its main target Mercury, yester- 


day after a difficult maneuver to slow its speed of 87,930 
miles per hour Saturday. The correction was necessary so 
Mariner would pass the planet at an altitude of less than 600 
miles. When the spacecraft flies by Mercury it will transmit a 
picture every 42 seconds to the Goldstone tracking station 
near Barstow, Calif. 


Police hunt killer in Huntsville, Ala. 


Police used helicopters, planes and dogs Sunday to search 


for a man who lured two teenage female symphony violinists 
to a vacant farm house, beat one to death and critically 
injured the other in the community of Harvey, about eight 
miles south of Huntsville. Ala. Fatally beaten was Jacquel- 
ine Zettle, 19. Listed in critical condition was Bobbie Os- 
trader. 19. 


Lunar Science Conference begins today 
More than 500 scientists are expected today for the fifth 


annual Lunar Science Conference in Houston, to discuss their 
latest studies of the 843 pounds of moon rocks returned by the 
six lunar landing flights. The week-long talks will include 190 
papers submitted by the scientists. 


Area near Terre Haute evacuated 


A half-mile square area near the downtown district of Terre 


Haute, Incl. was evacuated Sunday as deadly vinyl chloride 
gas seeped from a derailed tank car of a Penn Central Bail- 
road freight train. There were no injuries and no fires. Seven 
cars of the freight derailed, including two tankers carrying a 
total of 110 tons of vinyl chloride, a highly toxic and flam- 
mable material.

Israel to send Dayan to Washington 


Israel said yesterday it will send Defense Minister Moshe 


Dayan to Washington as its representative in indirect talks 
with Syria on troop disengagement along the Golan Heights 
battlefield, where both sides exchanged fire for the sixth con- 
secutive day. Syrian gunners pounded the northern sector of 
the buige captured by Israel, and 13mm and 175mm Long 
Tom guns returned the fire. There were no casualties in the 
exchange. 


Wilson urged to quit if showdown fails 
The Conservative opposition said Sunday Prime Minister 


Harold Wilson's minority Labor government should quit and 
allow a "broadly based' coalition to be formed if it is de- 
feated in its first parliamentary showdown today. Political 
sources say Wilson could be saved if a half dozen Con- 
servative "rebels," who oppose legal curbs on both price and 
wages, abstain from the vote. 


IRA fails to steal U.S. Navy weapons 


Suspected Irish Republican Army gunmen broke into a U.S. 


Navy installation in Londonderry early yesterday in an abor- 
tive attempt to steal weapons, the U.S. Navy said. The rai- 
ders fired four shots at a petty officer they tried to take 
hostage but he escaped unhurt. In other action, a soldier was 
killed in an p Stack on an army foot patrol in Londonderry's 
Brandywell district.

The Arabs will meet again today — 


perhaps this time concluding that the 
embargo against the United States can 
be lifted. 


After meeting for two and a half hours 


Sunday, eight Arab oil ministers left 
their conference room from a side uxit 
without confronting the world press. 


In a meeting -beforehand with other 


members of the Organization of Oil Ex- 
porting Countries — some of whom are 
not Arab — the combined conference de- 
cided tc continue for another three 
months a freeze on oil export prices. 


But the question about the embargo of 


the United States remains unanswered, 
even though numerous Arab sources are 
indicating the five-month embargo will 
be lifted soon. 


Despite differences of opinion over the 


embargo, the ministers began their 
meeting toy embracing and kissing each 
other in the Arab custom before starting 
talks in the tapestry-hung saloon of the 
100-year-old Imperial hotel. 


The Arab leaders were also reportedly 


looking into various reports that oil from 
Libya is still reaching the United States 
through Brazil. 


In other developments: 
• The Venezuelan congress begins de- 


bate Monday on the immediate nation- 
alization of the foreign owned portion of 
that country's oil industry. But the presi- 
dent of Venezuela, Carlos Andres Perez, 
has warned his congress against "irres- 
ponsible adventures." Under the propos- 
al being debated the whole oil industry of 
the country, worth some $5 billion, will 
revert to the state without compensation 
when 40-year concession agreements run 
out between 1983 and 1996. A national 
consensus, however, favors advancing 
the date of Venezuelan nationalization. 
The country is the world's third largest 
exporter of oil and a major seller of oil 
to the United States. The Venezuelan oil 
industry is predominantly owned by Ex- 
xon, Mobil and Gulf of the United States 
and Dutch-British owned Shell. 


• U.S. Senator Henry Jackson of 


Washington is considering a bill to give 
the federal government a veto over the 
international operations of oil firms 
through representation on their boards of 
directors. Jackson charged that the fed- 
eral government has "abdicated" much 
of the nation's oil policies to vast, inter- 
national oil companies which are multi- 
national. Jackson's bill might require oil 
companies to receive federal charters 
before doing business overseas. 


• Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Bban 


said Sunday the Arab oil embargo is "ex- 
tortion" and if it is lifted it will mean 
that the policy of oil diplomacy did not 
work. Eban said the embargo has had no 
effect on his country's deliberations with 
the Arabs over Mideast tension.

Mills said the investigation by 
Congress' joint committee on internal 
revenue taxation would find that Nixon 
owed at least $350,000 dn back taxes for 
1969-70. Mills said the committee should 
not presume guilt or innocence in the 
President's tax matter — that final mat- 
ter would have to be decided by the IRS 
and the Justice Department.

Mitchell-Stans criminal trial. If subpoe- 
naed, Miss Woods may be asked to testi- 
fy about a White House list of secret do- 
nors to the Nixon 1972 re-election cam- 
paign. Last week, the former treasurer 
of the re-election campaign said despite 
his high position he was not told that 
$200,000 cash contribution was made by 
international financier Robert L. Vesco. 


Hanoi 'poised' for large offensive

North Vietnam is "poised to go" on a 


large-scale offensive, according to the 
commander of U.S. forces in the Pacific, 
but the chances of such a major offen- 
sive are less than 50-50. 


Adm. Noel Gayler said, however, if the 


offensive came and if South Vietnamese 
forces were unable to contain the on- 
slaught, his men are prepared to re- 
sume combat, including the renewal of 
bombing and a naval blockade. 


Adm. Gayler said of the North Viet- 


namese "They've got the roads and the 
arms and ammunition in place. Altogeth- 
er, Hanoi is in pretty fair position if it 
wants to kick off another major offen- 
sive." 


But Adm. Gayler also said his own 


forces are prepared to resume heavy re- 
taliatory measures if a national policy 
decision so dictates. 


"During the last major air effort in the 


North, we hit military targets such as 
railroads, railroad yards, bridges, and in 
one truly surgical operation, a power 
plant in Hanoi. 


"This bombing, plus the blockade, 


struck the weapon out of the North Viet- 


namese hand, and I think that's the only 
way to go . . ." 


M e a n w h i l e , Communist gunners 


poured 300 rounds of mortar and artillery 
fire into two government ranger posi- 
tions north of Kontum city in the Viet- 
namese Central Highlands, the Saigon 


military command said Sunday. 


The shelling was only one of 61 Com- 


munist truce violations during the 24 
hour period ending at 6 a.m. yesterday. 
Some 126 Communist troops were killed, 
23 government soldiers were killed and 
74 wounded, government sources said. 


Insurance group attacks 
national no-fault plan

A federal proposal for no-fault auto in- 


surance for 'the whole country would 
force 90 million consumers, including 
millions of retired persons, to pay more 
for auto insurance and possibly receive 
no benefits, the American Mutual Insur- 
ance Alliance has charged. 


The Alliance, a national organization of 


mutual property and casualty com- 
panies, said it was a long-time supporter 
for noiault insurance at the state level, 
but not federally. 


The Alliance alleges that under a pro- 


posed federal plan for no-fault insurance, 
retired persons will get the unfairest 
treatment. It said the proposed bill would 
result in private passenger automobile 
owners, including retired persons, subsi- 
dizing losses caused by commercial ve- 
hicles. 


No-fault auto insurance calls for car 


owners to get almost immediate pay- 
ment for accidental damage without hav- 
ing to resort to lengthy court trials to 
first establish guilt for the accident. 


NOGENT - SUR-MARE, France (UPI) 


— French Foreign Minister Michel Jo- 
bert, saying "Nato stands on two pillars 
— the United States and Europe," called 
Sunday for an end to the squabble in the 
Western alliance before it damages both 
sides. 


Political analysts said the French dip- 


lomat's view's were an obvious attempt 
at dampening reaction to President Nix- 
on's threat to cut back U.S. military 
power in Europe 
unless the Euro- 


peans cooperate with Washington. 


"I hope that no one in the United 


States or Europe will let himself be 
trapped in excessive reasoning that can- 
not but be harmful for everyone," he 
said. 


Jobert said the Atlantic alliance de- 


pends equally on the United States and 
Europe and foreign policies should be 
based on a permanent dialogue between 
the two continents. 


"It is better for everybody to be a two- 


legged being, rather than one-legged," 
Jobert said at a convention of the ruling 
Union for the Defense of the Republic 
UIR legislators at this eastern Paris 
township. "I am pleading on behalf of 
the poor European bipeds." 


In Bonn, government sources said the 


United States and Britain are trying to 
thrust Chancellor Willy Brandt into the 
unwanted role of leading the European 
Community against France. 


President Nixon's public complaint 


Friday about European "hostility" and 
his private letter to Brandt the same day 
reiterating those views were interpreted 
in Bonn as an attempt to force the Ger- 
mans to choose between Washington and 
Paris. 


Government sources said that while he 


objects to the anti-American course 
being followed by French President 
Georges Pompidou, Brandt refuses to ac- 
cept that he has an alternative between 
France and the United States. 


White House, too, was Irish yesterday 


• With a Sunday sermon from Dr. 


Norman Vincent Peale and shamrocks 
flown in from Ireland as a gift from Irish 
Ambassador John Molloy, St. Patrick's 
Day at the White House was delightfully 
green. Even President Richard Nixon 
was sporting a green tie to note the occa- 
sion. In addition to Irish shamrocks in a 
Waterford crystal vase, Ambassador 
Molloy presented the President with a 
set of prints of old Dublin and then pin- 
ned a sprig of shamrocks on the Presi- 
dent's lapel. The gifts from Ireland were 
intended for Pat Nixon whose ancestors 
hailed from Ireland, but the First Lady 
was ill and recovering from a touch of 
the flu she caught on her recent trip to 
South America. 


• Vacationing at the plush, 350-acre 


desert estate of millionaire ambassador 
to the Court of St. James Walter Annen- 
berg, is Britain's Prince Charles. The 25- 
year-old Prince, an officer in the Queen's 
Navy, is enjoying polo and other sports 
while his ship is docked for a week-long 
visit to the port of San Diego. Another 
officer with far more serious problems is 
Lt. Col. Joao Almeida Bruno, the most 
decorated officer of Portugal's African 
wars. Col. Bruno was arrested Sunday as 
government agents cracked down on sus- 
pected backers of an aborted officer's 
coup designed to overthrow the Portu- 
guese government. Bruno is a close asso- 
ciate of Gen. Antonio Spinola, fired last 
week from his post of deputy chairman 
of the joint chiefs of staff for publicly 
saving Portugal could not win its anti- 
guerrilla wars in Angola, Guinea and 
Mozambique.

Harper College students will go back to school next fall 


before Labor Day and wilt finish with final exams before 
Christmas. 


The college board of trustees Thursday approved a revised 


calendar for the 1974-75 school year which provides for the 
school to start in August rather than in September as it has in 
the post. The change was proposed last month by Gerald 
McCftothlin, the student representative on the board. 


In recommending the change, college administrators said 


there was "some risk" involved because some potential stu- 
dents may have plans which will not allow them to begin 
classes before Labor Day. 


However. Guerin Fischer, vice president for student affairs, 


said the earlier calendar wilt agree with local high school 
districts, which plan to open in late August, and will make it 
easier for students to transfer from Harper to four year col- 
leges in the middle of the year. 


Also. Fischer said the break between the end of the first 


semester Dec. 23 and the beginning of the second semester 
Jan. 15 "will give us more time to identify students who are 
in academic trouble and to counsel them." 
Co-op study agreement 


Ten Harper College students will be able to study respirato- 


ry care and dental lab technology at Triton College in River 
Grove under a cooperative arrangement approved Thursday 
by the Harper board. 


Also under the agreement, 10 Triton students will be admit- 


ted to Harper's dental hygiene and dietetic technology pro- 
grams. Those two programs, like the programs at Triton, al- 
ways have more students apply than can be admitted. 


Robert Cormack, dean of career education at Harper, said 


the exchange will mean that 10 Harper students will be 
treated like residents of the Triton district when they apply 
for the two programs and 10 Triton students will be treated 
the same way at Harper. Currently, residents of the Harper 
district receive preference for admission to the programs, 
which have freshmen classes of 48 antwally. 


Cormack said the agreement may lead the way for future 


agreements with other colleges so that Harper students can 
receive training the college does not provide.

Woodshop, drafting, electricity, metal- 


working, plastics and home mechanics 
will be included in the industrial arts 
program to be introduced in the three 
Dist. 21 junior high schools next fall. 


Additions to Cooper, Holmes and Lon- 


don junior high schools are currently un- 
der construction to accommodate an ex- 
tensive vocational education program 
which 
will also include home arts 


courses besides industrial arts offerings. 


All classes in the vocational education 


program will be coeducational, open to 
any seventh or eighth grade student. 


The industrial arts curriculum, re- 


leased last week, was developed for Dlst. 
21 by Howland Werling. dean of students 
at Wheeling High School. The home arts 
program is to be completed and released 
later this week, according to Marjorie 
Beu. administrative assistant for curricu- 
lum. 


ACTIVITIES INCLUDED in the indus- 


trial arts program are designed to allow 
students to develop the necessary skills 
to create useful projects of their own se- 
lection. 


The content of the course is divided 


into phases, in which students in a par- 
ticular class will be working with the 
same material and processing at their 
own rate. 


In studying methods of working with 


woods, the student will be instructed in 
the use of commonly used tools such as 
saws, planes, hammers, screwdrivers, 
square, level, vise, gluing clamps, miter 
box, wood chisels, files, rasps, and 
sanding tools. 


Other instruction in this phase will in- 


clude plan reading, measuring, using fas- 
tening and finishing materials and types 
of characteristics of various woods. 


STUDENTS WILL be exposed to the 


basic fundamentals of mechanical draw- 
in in the drafting section of the industrial 
arts program. 


Students will be taught to make simple 


drawings and how to read complex draw- 
ings such as those used in industry, the 
building trades and in electronics and 
electricity. 


Electrical wiring used in common home 


construction will be covered in the elec- 
tricity phase of the program. 


Demonstrations will be given, using a 


mock house with standard electrical fit- 
tings, wire and equipment. Students will 
be required to participate in wiring the' 
mock house. 


Students will also learn to replace 


plugs, sockets and wires on lamps and 
appliances. Safety will be stressed and 
the dangers of electricity will be dis- 
cussed, 
i 


THE BASIC TECHNIQUES of sheet 


metal fabrication will be explored in this 
phase of -the program. The students will 
have an opportunity to use simple cutting 
and forming tools and methods of fasten- 
ing will be demonstrated. 


Useful, uncomplicated projects are to 


be constructed by the students and per- 
f e c t i o n in craftsmanship 
will be 


stressed along with accuracy in measur- 
ing and layout. Instruction about plastics 
will include a explanation and discussion 
about some of the different types of plas- 
tics, how they are made and what they 
are used to make. 


Demonstrations will be given to illus- 


trate the construction of projects made 
of acrylic plastics such as Lucite and 
Plexiglas. The use, care and dangers of 


solvents necessary to join arid laminate 
plastics will be explained in simple 
terms to students.

Demonstration in heating and forming 


plastics will be given and the student will 
be able to make a variety'of projects 
including optical items such as a lens. 


Speakers from industries and business- 


es in the area will be invited to speak to 
students and wherever possible, field 
trips will be arranged to allow pupils to 
observe industrial and business pro- 
cesses.

Reader was 'attacked by state snowplow' 


You should know about an experience 


that I had «ith a state snow plow so ac- 
tion will be taken to prevent murder in 
the future. 


I left my home at 10:30 a.m. on Sun- 


day, Feb. 1), to walk two blocks north on 
the we*! side of the street to church. The 
sidewalk is a foot from the road. A plow 
had been through earlier and the side- 
walk was buried, so I walked along the 
curb. A state snow plow approached 
shooting a 10-foot spray of water, salt 
and ice upon the walk He tooted for me 
to move off the road when he was half a 
block away, I jumped to the sidewalk 
like a rabbit and waved for him to lift 
his blade or stow down. In this area 
there is no place for protection. 


It Isn't a country road with wide shoul- 


der and ditch. His speed was so fast that 
he was instantly on me I was about a 
foot from his blade when suddenly it was 
luxe being m a dishwasher. Ice, salt and 
water covered me from head to foot, 
soaked me to the skin. I wrapped my 


arms around my head, but still it got into 
my mouth, eyes and ears. It was like 
being hit with baseball bats. The force 
spun me around in a circle. Had I been 
older or younger I would have fallen un- 
der his blade and been a corpse today. I 
was stunned. He never slowed down. 


I walked home and immediately called 


the police who never experienced any- 
thing like this and didn't know what 
charges to make. I see no difference be- 
tween slugging a guy with a baseball bat 
or a snow plow, so for openers I said that 
I was willing to press assault and bat- 
tery, reckless driving and failure to yield 
right of way to a pedestrian. I then 
called the Bradley yard dispatcher who 
claimed that he had 14 trucks on the 
road and didn't know which one was 
heading south on Arlington Heights Road 
at Euclid at 10:30 a.m. I can't believe 
this. I feel it's a cover up. 


Later, after I recovered, I remem- 


bered the first six numbers on the inside 
wall of the salt box toward the curb, 


100174 or 700714. I called them in to the 
police dud they said that it wouldn't help 
to identify the driver as all state snow- 
plows have these numbers. Furious 
would be a mild way to describe my feel- 
ing. 


I've lived and worked here for more 


than 20 years and have never heard of 
such intentional cruelty. I'm frustrated 
that a man like that can drive a state 
vehicle and repeat this, only perhaps 
next time the involvement may be more 
fatal. I can understand why a dispatcher 
would want to protect a buddy, but un- 
less official record is made of Ms driving 
conduct he can continue his reckless 
driving. The dispatcher should be more 
concerned about the welfare of the 
people he serves. 


I have gone to the state's attorney to 


swear out a complaint, but this action is 
futile without knowing who the driver is. 
The Arlington Heights police in a "vil- 
lage of friendly neighbors" told me that 
the dispatcher has suspended the driver 


for three days but I have no way of 
knowing if this is a lie to soothe me or 
the truth. I also want compensation for 
damage to my clothes. I had a new leath- 
er overcoat, sport coat, etc. soaked with 
salt. I washed everything immediately 
and took it all to the cleaners. Did you 
ever watch a leather coat turn white or 
clothes so stiff with salt that they can 
stand by themselves? I've already writ- 
ten to the state to file claim but this isn't 
my biggest concern. 


In the future a different way will have 


to be developed to plow Arlington 
Heights Road so people can find side- 
walks to walk on. Different drivers hired 
who have concern and respect for the 
people they serve. 


I sincerely hope that you will in- 


vestigate this case so I can feel safe 
walking to church or wherever in my 
town. Please notify me of what action 
has been taken.

RTA deserves 6no' vote 


As we have argued repeatedly 


during the past several months, the 
badly written RTA proposal should 
be rejected tomorrow at the polls. 


We aren't urging a "no" vote to- 


morrow because of opposition to 
mass transit. Far from it. We've 
argued consistently that a well- 
written RTA bill is an absolute ne- 
cessity for the maintenance and 
expansion of existing mass transit 
systems. 


However, the present RTA pro- 


posal, the result of shoddy political 
bargaining, has too many holes in 
it to be acceptable to us. Funding, 
taxing of parking facilities and lo- 
cal representation are but three 
problems which plague this bill. 


RTA backers, even those who 


concede the bill has faults, argue 
that sending it back to Springfield 
in an election year would be tan- 
tamount to destroying any hope of 
mass transit aid.

, auto pollution abatement (although nec- 
essary) takes a back seat to energy con- 
sideration, I find opposition to the Re- 
gional Transit Authority bill verging on 
economic suicide for the suburbs. 


Our metropolitan area, unlike most in 


the country^has a transportation system, 
but local bus companies and railroads 
are going bankrupt. Arlington Heights 
Metron in four months lost $32,000. 
United Motor Coach, which to 1973 lost 
$506,000, was able to get $120,000 in state 
aid and $125,000 in local aid. But the 
company was still left $261,000 in debt for 
1973. The mayor of Des Plaines has said 
the town will have to buy the company if 
RTA is not passed. 


If we continue picking up the tabs for 


indebtedness of bus and rail companies, 
we will be paying for non-coordinated 
systems without having a voice as to how 
our moneys are spent. With RTA we will 
have a voice through our board repre- 
sentatives and through the open meet- 
ings forum.

system to deteriorate we would have to 
develop 12 crosstown expressways to 
handle current transportation and allow 
for four decks of parking over the Loop.

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Home buyers back in market as mortgage money appears 


by LEA TONKIN 


Home buyers are coming back in the 


market as mortgage money becomes 
more easily available, report several 
Northwest suburban brokers. Sales are 
picking up steam, following a dismal 
fourth quarter of 1973. Some industry ex- 
ecutives say things would look even bet- 
ter if buyers had confidence in the econo- 
my. 


"Sales were way down In the last quar- 


ter of 1973." said Barton Stull, president 
of Barton Stull Realty. Inc., with several 
Northwest suburban offices. "Now our 
sales are just a slight bit behind the first 
two months of last year." 


The tight mortgage market accounted 


for much of the late-1973 sales dip, ac- 
cording to Stull. In mid-January, he 
says, some lenders who had pulled out of 
the market began offering loans again. 
For the most common down payment — 
20 per cent — the interest rate for a 
mortgage is 7.9 per cent, plus a service 
charge of 2 to 3 points, he said. A point is 
1 per cent of the mortgage amount. 


Stull says $43,000 Is the most popular 


sales price range. "I think buyers are 


hesitating because of the economy and 
the gas shortage," he said. "Otherwise 
we would have an increase over last 
year." 


"BUSINESS.IS great," says William 


Sebastian, president of Wm. B. Sebastian 
Real Estate in Des Plaincs, and presi- 
dent of the Northwest Suburban Board of 
Realtors. "Right now we're getting some 
deferred business — people who would 
have bought last year If there had been 
an ample supply of money." 


Funds are available for conventional 


(non-government backed) 
mortgages, 


and there is some interest in Veterans 
Administration .and Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration loans, Sebastian said. Inter- 
est rates are somewhat higher for the 
VA and FHA loans, he noted. The aver- 
age sales price for a single-family home 
is $44,000 to $45,000 compared to $43,000 a 
year ago, Sebastian said. 


Sales are running 20 per cent ahead of. 


year-ago sales, reports John Christensen, 
a co-owner of Village Realty in Elk 
Grove Village. "People started coming 
back in the market in December," he 
said. "Right now our biggest problem is 
getting homes (listed)." 


"I'm sure the price of-homes is keep- 


ing some people out of the market," 
•Christensen said. "The average sales 
price is $41,000." Quadrominiura unit 
sales are doing well, he reported, though 
other condominium units don't sell as 
quickly. 


HOME PRICES and sales are moving 


up, reports Roy Meyers, sales manager 
at McArthur, Realtors, in Schaumburg. 
Sales in Ocrober and November were 
"disastrous" followed by an upturn in 
December, Meyers said. "If people are 
able to get financing, the market will al- 
ways grow." 


The state usury ceiling of 8 per cent 


prompted many savings and loan associ- 
ations to send their funds out of state in 
1973, Meyers said. Now that S&L's are 
gaining savings inflows, money is avail- 
able. Additional funds could be available 
if the usury ceiling were lifted or elimi- 
nated, he added. 
'Meyers said an average 7.9 per cent 
plus 2 points is charged for.an 80 per 
cent (20 per cent down payment) mort- 
gage. For a 90 per cent loan, the rates' 
are 7.8 per cent plus 4 points, or 7.9 per 


cent plus 3 to 3>/2 points, with a term of 
25 to 29 years. Meyers, added that qua- 
drominium units are gaining popularity 
as a lower priced alternative to single 
family home purchases. 


THE INCREASED availability of mort- 


gage money boosted 1974 sales at Ken- 
neth A. Ruud, Inc., Realtors in Arlington 
Heights by "no less than 20 per cent" 
over last year's sales, says Kenneth 
Ruud, president. He is also president of 
the MAP multiple listing service. He 
added that sales are good for all price 
ranges, and that the new home construc- 
tion slowdown could affect the pre-owned 
or existing sales market later in the 
year. 


"There is a pent-up demand for hous- 


ing," according to Bob Zaun, president of 
Homefinders, Realtors, based in Pala- 
tine. The mortgage market is improved 
over the last quarter of 1973, "when in 
some cases, absolutely no money was 
available," he says. Yet the 90 and 95 
per cent mortgages which were plentiful 
a year ago are harder to find. 


Sales in every price range are "doing 


very well," Zaun saiys. He adds that "if 


money continues to become more liquid, 
demand will be increased that .much 
•more, and hence prices will go up." 


MORTGAGE MONEY is stUl some- 


what restricted hi comparison with early 
1973 conditions, according to Henry 
Kracalik, vice president in the mortgage 
loan department at First" Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn. of Des Plaines. His 
association offers only up to 75 per cent 
loans, at a cost of 7.9 per cent, plus 2 
points, plus $75. "The uncertainty of the 
economy and the gas situation are still 
holding back the market," he said. 


Competition for savings dollars from 


short term investments and the state 
usury ceiling have hampered the mort- 
gage market, according to James Fitz- 
maurice, senior vice president of First 
Federal Savings and Loan Assn. in Chi- 
cago. The state's largest S&L, First Fed- 
eral had pulled out of the mortgage mar- 
ket from September 
through 
early 


January. Fitzmauriee said loans are now 
available to present customers and 
through builder commitments. "From 
where we see it, things are looking bet- 
ter," he said. "The situation has im- 
proved in the last 90 days."

9:00 P.M. in order to prepare to greet 
the dawn — and to preach at as many as 
three more 'services — they find that 
sleep eludes them, particularly on the 
eve of so great a church festival. 


Yet with two or three hours sleep, min- 


isters roll out of bed in the pitch black 
pre-dawn in order to prove that they are 
as pious and disciplined, as those saints 
who rose at 3 a.m. to pray.

But we should stop en- 
couraging the belief .that such suffering 
leads to salvation." 


• "Let's get rid of the myth of the su- 


periority of early risers. People who get 
up early do so because of their sleeping 
habits. God does not expect those of us 
who are up working half the night to roll 
out at dawn simply to meet a false stan- 
dard of piety." 


P A S T O R GILMORE acknowledges 


that "the debate between the night owl 
Christian and the morning lark Christian 
invariably picks up steam" whenever the 
subject of Easter Sunrise services is 
brought up. 


And while readily admitting that there 


have been many devout figures who rose 
early to pray, he refers us at the same 
time to a number of great night owls. 
Among these was famed poet Robert 
Frost, who defied custom and milked his 
cows at midnight, rather than face pre- 
dawn. And the late Pablo Picasso once 
observed: "I realize why condemned 
men are usually executed at dawn. I just 
have to see the dawn to have my head 
roll all by itself." 


The Wyoming pastor also quotes, with 


apparent relish, the Prophet Micah 
(chapter 2, verse 1): "Shame on those 
who lie in bed planning evil and wicked 
deeds and rise at daybreak to do them." 


He also cites Isaiah (chapter 5, verse, 


11), and his reference is to those "who 
rise up early in the morning that they 
may follow strong drink."

ingredient in the pressurized gas. All 
three of these car be dangerous. 


The pressurized gas is potentially leth- 


al. Some people have used it for sniffing. 
This is very dangerous and unpredic- 
table It can cause a healthy heart to 
stop suddenly. The perverted use of the 
product is like using a knife for the 
wrong purpose. 


The questions ntxnit hair spray were 


among the first concerns about these 
products. It was first reported that the 
hair spray formed solid materials in the 
lungs that caused lung problems. Fur- 
ther studies failed to prove this was the 
case. However, the Ingredients used in 
some deodorant sprays are capable of 
doing this, 


NO ONE HAS YET. proved that the 


protein sprays for hair are dangerous. 
However, there is the concern the protein 
may sensitize a person to a particular 
protein, and, at. a later date, when the 
person eels a shot with that protein in it 
— say for a vaccination — he may have 
a bad reaction.

don't see any way the protein added to 
the hair can do anything more for the 
hair than coat it. In this sesne it is much 
like a covering of nail polish to harden 
nails. Some of the nail polishes to harden 
nails, though, are very effective.

If it 
makes a person's hair look better and 
they want to use it then it might be 
worth it. 


I want to caution readers about using 


aerosol sprays into the throat. Many of 
these products have been removed from 
the market. If you want to spray some- 
thing into the nose or throat area, don't 
use an aerosol. The liquified gas can be 
absorbed this way, and, in many ways 
you are doing a form of "sniffing." It is 
much better to use a plastic squeeze 
bottle where you provide the mechanical 
action for the spraying rather than using 
a pressurized gas. 
' THERE ARE A variety of ingredients 
in different hair sprays. And, the effects 
of all of these are not yet known. Several 
studies are in progress on beauty oper- 
ators to see what effect these have on 
them. 


The most common danger from aero- 


sols, though, is failing to follow the direc- 
tions. When the spray, whether it is a 
paint or a bathroom cleaner, says use 
only in a well-ventilated room or out- 
doors it means just that. More than one 
person has been found unconscious from 
failing to read and heed. So, if you are 
going to use aerosols, for heavens sake 
read the directions.

Women who buy designer clothes 


prefer quality over quantity

Jackie 
Onassis walks 
down New 


York's Madison Avenue wearing a casual 
outfit. Cost: Pants by Yves Saint Lau- 
rent, $165; blouse by Valentino, $120; 
sweater by Yves Saint Laurent, $380; 
poieketbook by Hermes, $525. Total: 
$1,190. 


High fashion? Yes. But, according to 


designer Pierre Cardin, "The old days of 
couture are gone. There is no mode any- 
more." 


Handmade, custom creations of haute 


couture have been strangled by the 
booming 'high fashion ready-to-wear in- 
dustry. Upstairs at the Patou 'Salon in 
Paris the 10,000 seamstresses and tailors 
of 1930 have been pared to 200 workers 
today. Lanvin once had 15 couture work- 
rooms. Today it has four. 


THE BIG-NAME houses still turn out 


couture fashions, despite threats by the 
Yves Saint 'Laurent, Nina Ricci and Car- 
din salons to quit. The difference is that 
they make at least half of their profits 
from a new kind of fashion, 'band-finished 
but machine-made ready-to-wear, plus 
assorted side products. 


Paris fashion began in the 14th century 


when the wife of Charles VI of France 
sent dolls dressed in Paris^ fashions to 
the Queen of England to copy. 


The first big-name Paris designer was 


an Englishman, Charles Worth, who 
opened his bouse in 1858. He was follow- 
ed by Lanvin in 1890, Pacquin in 1892 and 
countless others. 


Those were the days when a woman 


had' no occupation except to dress. She 
wore the strict morning suit, the proper 
afternoon dress and elaborate gowns to 
the balls in the evening, all made espe- 
cially for her by her favorite "king of 
fashion." 


TODAY WOMEN have other things to 


do. High fashion has evolved. It had to, 
to survive. Because of the changing 
lifestyle — from days of sitting around a 
designer salon decorated with gilt-gold 
settes and sipping tea to days in the 
country, skiing, working or driving the 
kids to dancing lessons — high fashion 
has changed. 


Coco Chanel introduced the new ideal 


of simplicity into haute couture and was 
the firk representative of a Paris fash- 
ion house to delve into ready-to-wear. 
This is her idea of haute couture: "Fash- 
ion that doesn't find favor with the mas- 


' ses is no fashion at all." 


What is toe difference between haute 


couture and ready-to-wear? The designs 
are the same as are the designers But, 
for a couture collection a blouse would 
be made completely by hand in the very 
finest fabric and there would be only one 
seam and no darts. A couture blouse 
would cost about $600 whereas the high 
fashion ready-to-wear blouse would be 
priced at $120. 


According to Cheryl McGuire, fashion 


coordinator for Bertie Fashions, "Styles 


and concepts are set by a noted designer, 
but .they are often carried out by a staff 
today. Many couture houses have gone 
broke because women are too indepen- 
dent and won't be dictated to. They are 
confident of themselves whether hi a 
couture original or a high fashion ready- 
to-wear." 


HIGH FASHION ready-to-wear, by 


Clovis Ruffin, Stephen Burrows, Yves 
Saint Laurent and a myriad others, is 
still expensive. And it isn't worn just by 
the elite in New York, Paris and on 
Michigan Avenue. Many women in the 
Northwest suburbs, buy high fashion 
clothes. 


Tucked away in the relaxed corners of 


such large department stores as Lord 
and Taylor and Marshall Field's are the 
oases of high fashion — the designer sa- 
lons. Not to be forgotten are the small 
specialty stores which feature designer 
fashions. Among them are Bertie Coun- 
tryside, in northwest Palatine, and the 
Cynthia Shoppe, in Des Plaines. 


Bertie Gilbert, owner of Bertie Coun- 


tryside, has been involved in both manu- 
facturing and merchandising. Because of 
the change in trends, her company sold 
its manufacturing operations to concen- 
trate wholly on the high fashion ready-to- 
wear market. Starting out on Oak Street, . 
in Chicago, Bertie has just opened a 
store specializing in designer labels from 
America and Europe in Countryside 
Mall. According to Cheryl McGuire, 
many of Bertie's long-time patrons'for- 
merly traveled from the northwest area 
to the Oak Street store.' 


Mrs. Esther Schoop, owner of the 


Cynthia Shoppe, Des Plaines, described 
her patrons. "It might surprise you, but 
working girls buy many of the higher 
priced labels. Not for work necessarily, 
but for special occasions. And, of course, 
there is the country club set who buy 
designer fashions." 


ACCORDING TO Jo Deutsch, public 


relations director for Lord and Taylor, 
the customers of that designer salon are 
mainly professional women or wives of 
professionals. Lord and Taylor also fea- 
tures collections by the new young de- 
signers in its boutique section. 


Why do women pay such high prices 


for clothes? They are not clothes horses, 
rather collectors, seeking quality rather 
than quantity. Mrs. Wanda Ortyn, an In- 
verness homemaker, said, "I have fewer 
clothes, but what I have I love to wear 
and I feel good in them. They're also 
mixable." 


"I sew and when I go shopping I notice' 


when a garment is well-made," she 
added. 


Mrs. DeDe Zwilling of Barrington, a 


part-time model in the area, said she can 
tell by looking at a garment what's best 
for her — a signature look. "I buy lines 
because I know exactly how a certain 
label will fit me. The trends change, but 
the fit stays the same." 


"Because of the high cost of every- 


thing, 'women are very concerned about 
quality,' said Jo Deutsch. "Women would 
rather have one good item with expected 
quality and durability than many lesser 
faddish garments. Women are looking 
for investment clothing." 


MRS. SCHOOP echoed the reasons for 


buying designer clothes. "Once you know 
good quality, you will be glad to pay the 
price. Women firmly believe a designer 
is noted for quality and cut." 


But even though women buy designer 


f a s h i ' o n s , there have been drastic 
changes in the acceptance of them. In 
1865 in the Journal Modenwelt this quote 
appeared: "Whether one likes it or not, 
Paris is, without question, the uncon- 
tested sovereign seat of fashion, whence 
its queen sends out her commando 
across the globe ..." 


"Couture was dictated then and even 


20 years ago. When Dior changed skirt 
lengths in the late '40s, he changed the 
whole fashion 
picture," 
said Chery 


McGuire. "The midi was a flop and proof 
of the sophistication and independence of 
women 
buying clothes today," she 


added. 


Mrs. Nancy Race, of Barrington, 


agreed, using pants as another example. 
"I like the return trend toward dresses, 
but when you live in the country and are 
in and out of a car all day, pants are just 
more practical." 


WOMEN ARE willing to go along with 


new looks today, but they adapt them to 
fit their mode of life, personality and 
look. They may take a part of a new look 
and incorporate it into their current 
wardrobes. 


"Clothes today must fit into the wom- 


an's lifestyle," said Mrs. Deutsch. "One 
day a woman will wear pants, the next 
day a dress above the knee and the next 
day a dress below the knee. Women are 
also looking for clothes that do more 
than one thing — from work in Chicago 
to vacation in Europe or Acapulco. There 
must be an exchangabih'ty." 


One fashion expert at the showings in 


Paris and New York this spring said, 
"There's little new enough to excite the 
magazines, but a lot to please women 
looking for comfortable and flattering 
clothes with versatility." 


It starts with the designer. Fashion is 


the mirror of the age and the fashion 
designer is the medium through whom 
its spirit finds expression.

On this 
screen you spread a cup of the calcium 
chloride As the moisture is absorbed it 
drips into the cans, which have to be 
emptied fairly regularly. When more cal- 
cium chloride is needed you just add to 
what Is on the screens I agree it's a 
small nuisance, but It's cheap and it cer- 
tainly saves on the energy part.

HOLLYWOOD — Bad news for CBS-TV 


and ABC-TV: Johnny Carson has signed 
a new long-terra contract with the net- 
work he helped achieve dominance in 
late-night television, NBC-TV. 


Although ABC-TV and CBS-TV have

According to the, announcement, the

Economist 
warns against 
Werreaction' 


The current economic slowdown is less 


harmful than potential overreactiori to 
the situation, according to economist Dr. 
Milton Friedman. 


Addressing the Thursday meeting of 


the O'Hare Executives Club at the Mar- 
riott Motor Hotel in Chicago, the Univer- 
sity of Chicago economics professor pre- 
dicted that the present 9 per cent in- 
flation rate could moderate within the 
next six months, 


Friedman said the current economic 


slowdown ^may include rising unemploy- 
ment levels later in the year. He predicts 
that short-term interest rates will drop, 
but long-term rates will remain at least 
at present levels. 


"The biggest offender is the U.S. gov- • 


ernment," Friedman said of'inflation.' 
Circulating too muoh money will h'kely 
create a 10-12 per cent inflation rate by 
1977, and another outcry for wage-price 
controls, he said. The only way out of the 
fix — cycles leading to increased in- 
flation rates — is to introduce escalator 
clauses in contracts to reflect the rate of 
inflation, Friedman said. 


"The (oil) embargo is an excuse and 


not a reason for our-problems,"'he 
added. Friedman said artificial limits on 
refinery production are "absurd and stu- 
pid." Oil prices are going to tumble in 
the next six months, predicts the econo- 
mist, unless ''foolish" government pol- 
icies keep prices inflated.

Derrick Mayes is the playmaking

Chesbrough hesitated before yanking his 
6-foot-l senior. 


The Conant Cougars, champs of the 


Mid-Suburban loop, had opened up a 14-9 
first quarter lead on the accurate shoot- 
ing of 6-4 Dave Sutherland and the re- 
bounding of 6-5 Roger Sander. But the 
Maroons had narrowed the gap on a long 
jump shot by Mayes and a turnaround 
jumper by 6-8 center Terry Drake. 


Chesbrough, a basketball coach for 


more than a quarter century, knew that 
Mayes had to come out, though. The El- 
gin head man replaced him with Dan 
Benac, a 6-5 senior. 


It was the best move Chesbrough made 


all night. Benac dropped in three baskets 
in the final five minutes of the first half, 
the last one giving the Maroons a 23-20 
edge at the buzzer. 


Benac's heroics spurred Elgin to a 52- 


42 sectional victory over Dick Redlin- 
ger's Cougars, earning the Maroons a 
ticket to the Aurora Supersectional game 
on Tuesday. 


The Cougars never gave up, even when 


they found themselves down, 31-24, at the 
start of the fourth period. But after bas- 
kets by Sutherland and Sander had 
brought Conant back to within three, 
Mayes came pff the bench to hit a pair of 
20-footers, thrusting Elgin into a 37-30 
lead with 4'15 left. 


Mayes fould out at, the 3:17 mark after

Village expecting one of greatest growth years 


by JOE FRA1SZ 


Last year Buffalo Grove witnessed a 


relatively small amount of development 
compaied to recent years, but officials 
feel this year will be one of the biggest 
peilods of growth in the village's history 


Village Mgr Daniel Larson said Fn- 


day at least 15 major building projects 
and possibly more aie scheduled to get 
undeiway by the end of 1974 Most of the 
project;, aie residential, but there are 
also several commercial and even one 
govei nmental structure planned. 


A few of the projects already have 


been stai ted (or some groundbreaking is 
scheduled for this spring, and still others 
will not get underway until late m the 
year. 


ACCORDING TO LARSON, by this 


time next year the village could have 600 
to TOO additional dwelling units, a new 
shopping center, an addition to another 
shopping center, a new auto dealership, 
another bank, an office-specialty shop 


center and a new fire station 


Additional 
homes 
and 
apartments 


planned for this year could increase the 
village population by as many as 2,000 
persons, bringing it to more than 21,000, 
Larson said 


The recently adopted village master 


plan predicts the village will have a pop- 
ulation of 56,000 persons by 1990 


Larson predicts much of this growth 


will take place in the next five years By 
197ft, he said the village population prob- 
ably will be around 40,000, more than 
double its present size. 


The village master plan calls for vil- 


lage expansion to unincorporated areas 
primarily north and east of the village in 
Lake County Some development already 
has begun and village officials believe 
much more will take place there over the 
next several years. 


By 1990, the master plan shows village 


expansion north to 111 Rte. 22 and east to 
Milwaukee Avenue. The boundaries now 


extend to 'about Busch Road on the north 
and to about Buffalo Grove Road on the 
east. 


THE VILLAGE'S western boundary 


near Arlington Heights Road and its 
southern boundary near Dundee Road is 
not expected to change 


In 1970, when the population was 12,000 


persons, there were 3,092 dwelling units 
in the village In 1972, there were 4,274, 
an increase of 38 per cent Larson pre- 
dicts 5,000 to 6,000 units will be construct- 
ed in the next five years 


Larson said last year's building slow- 


down came as a surprise to him, but he 
expects development to pick up this 
year. He attributed the slow year pri- 
marily to a tight mortgage market 


"We hadn't expected a slow-down in 


construction to the extent that we saw 
and neither did the developers. But I 
think the situation will be improved this 
year," Larson said 


Officials say the building slump last 


year was good for the village because it 
gave them more time to prepare foi the 
new 
d e v e l o p m e n t s that 
a«-e 


plann e d ' ' T h i s year we're better 
equipped than before because we have a 
better inspectional program The addi- 
tional year gave us more time to organ- 
ize inspectional activities for the proj- 
ects," Larson said 


SINCE LAST YEAR, he said the vil- 


lage has hired additional building in- 
spectors who can keep a close watch on 
all developments "We are now in a bet- 
ter position to control the growth and not 
let it get ahead of us," Larson said. 


At the present time, 56 per cent of the 


village area consists of homes, 16 5 per 
cent of schools and parks, 2 5 per cent of 
commercial areas and 25 per cent of 
streets and utilities 


Although development trends in the vil- 


lage are leaning toward townhouse, con- 
dominium and apartment construction, 
the master plan predicts the village will 


remain primarily a single-family home 
community. 


Most of the developments planned for 


the village in the near futuie are for 
multi-family housing, with only a few 
single-family projects 


AT PRESENT, about 15 per cent of the 


units in the village are rentals. This per- 
centage is not expected to change sig- 
nificantly Almost all units under con- 
struction or in the planning stages call 
for individual ownership 


There is no industry in the village now, 


but the master plan has designated sev- 
eial large areas for that type of devel- 
opment Larson predicts it will be sev- 
eral years before the industrial areas 
will be developed. 


Larson feels that from one-third to one- 


half of the village's tax base should come 
from industrial and commercial devel- 
opment Increasing the tax base in this 
way will take some of the burden off 
homeowners.

increase over the $33 390 paid to the su- 
perintendent for the 1973-74 academic 
year It goes into effect July 1. 


Gill's contract also provides that he 


will receive four weeks' paid vacation 
and the usual benefits specified for all 
full time employes of School Dist. 21. in- 
cluding life, health and accident Insur- 
ance 


The $33,390 received by Gill for the 


current year is comparable to the sala- 
ries of other local elementary school su- 
perintendents Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
Supt Donald Strong is making $36,000, 
Elk Grove Twp Dist 59 Supt James Er- 
vitl receives $34,182 and Mount Prospect 
Dist 26 Supt John Fridlund's salary is

Woodshop, drafting, electricity, metal- 


working, plastics and home mechanics 
will be included in the Industrial arts 
program to be introduced in the three 
Dist. 21 junior high schools next fall. 


Additions to Cooper, Holmes and Lon- 


don junior high schools are currently un- 
der construction to accommodate an ex- 
tensive vocational education program 
which 
will also include home arts 


courses besides industrial arts offerings. 


All classes in the vocational education 


program wilt be coeducational, open to 
any seventh or eighth grade student. 


The industrial arts curriculum, re- 


leased last week, was developed for Dist. 
2\ by Rowland Werling. dean of students 
at Wheeling High School. The home arts 
program is to be completed and released 
later this week, according to Marjorie 
Beu. administrative assistant for curricu- 
lum. 


ACTIVITIES INCLUDED in the indus- 


trial arts program are designed to allow 
students to develop the necessary skills 
to create useful projects of their own se- 
lection. 


The content of the course is divided 


into phases, in which students in a par- 
ticular class will be working with the 
same material and processing at their 
own rate. 


In studying methods of working with 


woods, the student will be instructed in 
the use of commonly used tools such as 
saws, planes, hammers, screwdrivers, 
square, level, vise, gluing clamps, miter 
box. wood chisels, files, rasps, and 
sanding tools. 


Other instruction in this phase will in- 


clude plan reading, measuring, using fas- 
tening and finishing materials and types 
of characteristics of various woods. 


STUDENTS WILL be exposed to the 


basic fundamentals of mechanical draw- 
in in the drafting section of the industrial 
arts program. 


Students will be taught to make simple 


drawings and how to read'complex draw- 
ings such as those used in industry, the 
building trades and in electronics and 
electricity. 


Electrical wiring used in common home 


construction will be covered in the elec- 
tricity phase of the program. 


Demonstrations will be given, using a 


mock house with standard electrical fit- 
tings, wire and equipment. Students will 
be required to participate in wiring the 
mock house. 


Students will also learn to replace 


plugs, sockets and wires on lamps and 
appliances. Safety will be stressed and 
the dangers of electricity will be dis- 
cussed. 


THE BASIC TECHNIQUES of sheet 


metal fabrication will be explored in this 
phase of the program. The students will 
have an opportunity to use simple cutting 
and forming tools and methods of fasten- 
ing will be demonstrated. 


Useful, uncomplicated projects are to 


be constructed by the students and per- 
f e c t i o n in craftsmanship will be 
stressed along with accuracy in measur- 
ing and layout. Instruction about plastics 
will include a explanation and.discussion 
about some of the different types of plas- 
tics, how Ihey are made and what they 
are used to make. 


Demonstrations will be given to illus- 


trate the construction of projects made 
of acrylic plastics such as Lucite and 
Plexiglas. The use, care and dangers of 


solvents necessary to join and laminate 
plastics will be explained in simple 
terms to students. 


Demonstration in heating and forming 


plastics will be given and the student will 
be able to make a variety of projects 
including optical items such as a lens. 


Speakers from industries and business- 


es in the area will be invited to speak to 
students and wherever possible, field 
trips, will be arranged to allow pupils to 
observe industrial and business pro- 
cesses.

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Teachers' union, 
board hold first 
contract talks

Representatives of the East Maine Ele- 


mentary Board of Education and teach- 
ers' union met for the first negotiations 
session of the year In what both sides 
termed a "congenial" meeting. 


Ken Howetistlne, vice president of the 


East Maine Education Assn., said both 
sides had agreed not to discuss specifics 
with the public. He said, however, that 
teachers ore asking for a "substantial" 
raise, 


A contract agreement approved by the 


board and EMEA last fall stipulates that 
involuntary transfers and teacher assign- 
ments and responsibilities will also be 
negotiated for the 1974-75 school year. 


Howenstlne said 
the meeting with 


board member Arlene Nidetz. assistant 
Supt. Donald Stettina and board attorney 
Fred Lifton was "quite congenial.1' 


"We went through our package ex- 


plaining what's new and where the 
change* were," he said. "The board will 
review It and come back in three weeks 
with their proposal." 


MRS. NIDETZ said the session "went 


just fine," "I have no hostility and I felt 
the meeting was congenial enough," she 
said. "I'm hoping negotiations will go 
better than last year." 


The Dlst. 63 board and the EMEA 


reached a settlement in the 1973-74 con- 
tract dispute last October, narrowly 
averting a teachers' strike. A major 
stumbling block in the 13-month dispute 
was the boadd's refusal to negotiate non- 
salary items, including class size and 
grievance procedures. The board later 
agreed to include some non-salary items 
in future negotiations. 


In the aftermath of the contract dis- 


pute, the Dist. 63 board Issued letters of 
warning to teacher union officials for 
committing acts "of unprofessional con- 
duct and breaching teacher contracts." 
Charges filed against the teachers in- 
cluded organizing an Illegal withholding 
of services In the form of a sick-in on 
Oct. 23, 


LAST MONTH, an EMEA officer filed 


suit against the board in federal court, 
He contends the board violated his civil 
rights by placing a letter of warning In 
his personnel file for allegedly threat- 
ening two custodians during the contract 
dispute. The case is pending. 


The EMEA also plans to file suit 


against the board for actions taken 
against teachers last fall, including a 
board policy prohibiting teachers from 
wearing buttons referring to negotiations 
during class hows. 


The next bargaining session is sched- 


uled for April 3. 


Schools have 
no formal 
staff 


cutback plans 


The Dist, 63 School Board has made no 


formal plans for staff reduction for the 
1974-75 year, according to board member 
Arlene Nidetz. 


Mrs, Nidetz and the administration of- 


ficials met last Thursday with represen- 
tatives of the Dist. 63 teachers' union to 
discuss possible staff reductions. She 
said the board "hasn't met to consider" 
teacher cutbacks, and that "there are no 
decisions made yet along these lines." 


Ken Ho wens tine, vice-president of the 


East Maine Education Assn., said the 
"big hang-up is the board's contention 
that they have no plan for reducing 
staff." 


"If they plan to have one teacher for 25 


students, then If a school loses 25 kids 
there's a possibility of reduction of one 
position," he said, 


"They say they have no plans but if 


there's suddenly fewer teachers, people 
are going to be up in arms again. People 
are going to think they were sold down 
the river," he said. 


MRS. NIDETZ said the board "defi- 


nitely knows that enrollment will drop, 
What the exact projection is for next 
year, we haven't seen." 


A teacher cutback depends on "so 


many factors," Mrs. Nidetz said, in- 
cluding "where the decline occurs .and by 
how many." 


"It's all tied into the budget and the 


money available," she said. 


The EMEA asked for the meeting to 


submit their proposals for staffing for 
the 1974-75 school year. The EMEA plan 
calls for additional special services 
teachers at the two junior high schools, 
including two resource teachers and a 
physical education teacher. 


The teachers' association also sug- 


gested adding seven art teachers at the 
elementary school level so each school 
would have a full time art instructor. 


The EMEA proposal asks that teacher 


cutbacks at the elementary school level 
be limited to 8.5 positions.

Referendum 
may be needed 
to buy school

Maine Township officials may have to 


hold a referendum and get voter approv- 
al to purchase a Park Ridge vacant 
school that would be used for office 
space. 


The township bid $225,000 to purchase 


the Oakton School, 2100 Oafcton Ave., 
Park Ridge on Jan. 25, but last week 
officials asked their attorney to deter- 
mine the legality of their bid. 


The township had planned to pay for 


the facility over a four-year period, using 
federal revenue sharing funds, but recent 
development concerning the use of those 
funds have caused some reconsideration, 
of the plan. 


Officials in Leyien Township recently 


scrapped plans to use revenue sharing 
funds for a community center after it 
was determined that a referendum was 
needed for such a purchase. 


Action on the township bid to Park 


Ridge Elementary School Dist. 64 has 
been delayed while a request for rezon- 
ing for a portion of the SVz-acre site is 
being considered by city officials'. 


THE SCHOOL district had received a 


bid of at least $600,000 from a Skokie de- 
veloper contingent on rezoning of the 
property to allow the construction of 
multiple-family housing. 


While the zoning board approved the 


plan, the Park Ridge City Council re- 
jected the rezoning request. However it 
is expected the city council will vote to 
reconsider their action tonight. 


Russell Miller, school district business 


manager, said yesterday that he had 
asked township officials to examine the 
legality of using revenue sharing funds 
for purchasing the school. 


"We have heard of several court cases 


that have challenged the use of the feder- 
al revenue sharing money," Miller said.. 


While the township's initial bid per- 


tained only to purchasing the school 
building, Miller said he had been in- 
formed by township officials that an of- 
fer might be made for the entire 5%-acre 
site. 


AT THE SAME time, the Park Ridge 


Park District has applied to the Illinois 
Department of Conservation for state 
funds to purchase of the land surround- 
ing the school for use as a park site. 


The park district could obtain up to 


$350,000 from the state if their appli- 
cation is approved. 


Township officials were unable to de- 


termine how long it will be before they 
will announce a decision on whether or 
not they will need to hold a referendum 
on approval of the school purchase. 


Police probing series of forgeries, bad checks

Police and postal authorities are in- 


vestigating a series of apparently related 
forgery and bad check schemes, at banks 
in Des Plaines and Arlington Heights 
over the last few months. 


No arrests-have been made in con- 


nection with the incidents, but police are 
trying to develop leads that may help 
bring about the capture of some sus- 
pects, 


Des Plaines Police Det. Herb Vol- 


berding was unable to cite a specific dol- 
lar amount taken in the frauds, but said 
it was probably several thousand dollars. 


There was some speculation that the 


suspects are working together in a satel- 
lite or spinoff organization of a check- 


passing rang active in the area during 
1972 and 1973. 


THE RING BILKED area banks and 


businesses out of thousands of dollars by 
passing bad checks. Key figures of the 
old ring are serving prison sentences 
now and one, Willie Engram of Chicago, 
is facing a grand jury indictment charg- 
ing him with mail theft and forgery. 


But lower-level members may have 


started their own group of bogus check 
artists using the methods of the old or- 
ganization, police said. 


Police believe the group is responsible 


for at least six fraudulent transactions 
victimizing account holders at the Des 
Plaines Bank, 1223 Oakton St., and one 
at the First National Bank of Des 
Plaines, 733 Lee St. 


ANOTHER TWO apparently related in- 


cidents, involving at least $2,000 at the 
Tollway Arlington Bank in Arlington 
Heights last January and earlier this 
month, are also under investigation. 


According to police accounts, 
the 


frauds are pulled off by ring members 
entering the banks and forging signa- 
tures and account numbers on deposit 
and withdrawal slips. The swindle in- 
cludes making a split deposit, pretending 
to put some of the money in the account 
and receiving $100 or more cash in re- 
turn. 


Police said the investigation is center- 


ing around reported mail thefts at office 
buildings in Des Plaines and Park Ridge 
where most of the victims work. 


THE RING MEMBERS have apparent- 


ly been obtaining bills, checks, and other 


documents by Stealing them from mail 
sacks at the office plazas. Checks, hand- 
writing samples and account numbers 
are obtained this way and the swindlers 
go to the bank where the victim holds his 
account to transact the fraud. 


The victim finds out a few weeks later 


that his bills never reached their destina- 
tions and that someone else has drawn 
on his bank account. 


Police have been stymied in getting de- 


scriptions of suspects, however, because 
most of the swindles have occurred at 
drive-up windows of the banks. 


Witnesses told police, however, they 


saw a woman, believed to have been in- 
volved in one of the schemes at the Ar- 
lington Heights bank, get into a blue late 
model, Buick Electra driven by another 
man.

for township 
decided March 26 


Elk Grove Township residents' last 


chance to suggest changes or additions to 
the proposed $475.207 budget is March 26 
during the 8 p.m. public budget .hearing 
preceding adoption of the budget. 


Township officials have approved the 


preliminary budget for the 1974-75 fiscal 
year, an 8 per cent increase over last 
year's budget of $439.000. 


The budget is on public display at the 


township offices at 2400 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd.. Arlington Heights. 


Biggest budget _ fund jump Is In the 


committee on youth appropriation. In 
contract to last year's budgeted $22,000 
figure, the auditors earmarked $58,220 
for the committee on youth fund, 


Youth cjinmitee dir.ector Paul Pap- 


rocki will receive a 2fi per cent pay raise 
from $9,5oo to $12,000 a year. A further 
provision in the budget allows for anoth- 
er 10 per cent Increase after six months 
which would put his salary at $13,200 
yearly. 


During the preliminary budget meeting 


Supervisor Richard Hall said the direc- 
tor's salary was being substantially 
raised to bring it up to par with other 
youth directors. 


THE TOWNSHIP has earmarked an 


almost 100 per cent Increase In funding 
to the Elk Grove — Schaumburg Town- 
ships Mental Health Center. However 
these funds will be taken from the town- 
ship's federal revenue sharing allocation. 


The auditors budgeted $83,000 total to 


the center in contrast to last year's 
$45,000. 


The town fund budget estimate went 


up from last year's $185,000 to a pro- 
posed $237,348 total. This fund lists ex- 
penses for officials salaries, additional 
personnel, employees and officials hospi- 
talization and life insurance fees, and all 
township office expenses. 


The budget for the'general assistance 


fund is set at $78,400 and the Road and 
Bridge Fund at $176,000, both the same 
as last year. 


Township officials expect to receive 


about $300,000 in federal revenue sharing 
money during the next fiscal year. 


In addition to the $83,000 appropriated 


for the mental health center they have 
earmarked $10,000 for public safety; 
$70,000 for environmental protection for 
sewer and flood control; and $8,000 for 
recreation.

cation to the Clearbrook Center, $1,178 to

Program benefits firemen, doctors and nurses 
Paramedics learn in emergency room

Tommie's eyes opened saucer wide as 


he peeked out from between his tear wet 
chubby fingers. "Are you a real fire- 
man?" he asked the blue-clad man who 
who was tending his wound. 


Elk Grove fireman Jim Kemp grinned 


and 
assured 
4-year-old 
Tommie, 
a 


patient at Alexian Brothers Medical Cen- 
ter emergency room, he was "really a 
fireman." 


"But, Where's the fire?" was Tom- 


mie's next question. 


Kemp explained to •Tommie and his 


mother- 'that his presence in the Alexian 
Brothers emergency room was a learn- 
ing experience for him and other men in 
the department who man the mobile in- 
tensive care ambulances operateed by the 
Elk Grove Village Fire Department. 


TOMMIE DIDN'T quite understand but 


he held on to Kemp's hand tightly, while 


the nurse cleaned the cut on his head. 
"Firemen don't cry and I'm not going to 
either." said Tommie with bravado. 


Patricia Borowy, B. N., 
education 


coordinator of ambulatory services who 
is responsible for orienting the para- 
medic program at 'Alexian, said the fire- 
men's presence in the emergency room 
isn't usually commented on by young- 
sters. 


•"Tommie reacted well to fireman 


Kemp. He was so thrilled to be with him, 
he barely noticed the doctor stitching his 
wound," she said. 


Kemp, a paramedic, and Harvey Spei- 


den, an emergency medical technician, 
were winding up a day's work in the 
emergency room. They and others like 
them are working with hospital person- 
nel on a rotating basis to improve and 
refresh their emergency and mobile in- 
tensive care skills. 


MISS BOROWY said the training pro- 


gram was first designed to develop 
skills, such as starting intravenous treat- 
ment, taking vital signs, wound and 
splint dressing and other emergency 
treatment. 


"We knew we would learn about each 


others problems, but we found, an extra 
benefit we hadn't counted on," said Miss 
Borowy. 


Having 'the men in the emergency 


room has been almost like having a stu- 
dent. Seeing their enthusiasm and curios- 
ity has made our work more stimulating 
and interesting," she added. 


Working together, firemen, doctors and 


nurses are learning a lot about each oth- 
er. 


Speiden said ''we had the training to 


handle house emergencies before but 
being here in the emergency room now 
gives us an insight into what happens to 


that patient we used to drop at 
the 


door." 


MISS BOROWY said the hospital pro- 


posed the program so paramedics and 
EMTs can continue to learn and get com- 
fortable with their skills and the hospital 
personnel. 


Eventually the hospital will be a satel- 


lite of the mobile intensive care station 
at Northwest Community Hospital in 
Arlington Heights. Under the program 
doctors at Northwest give instructions to 
the Elk Grove Village paramedic teams 
on a two-way radio but patients are tak- 
en to the closest hospital. 


Paramedic care started in Elk Grove 


last year. 


Village officials recently signed 
an 


agreement with Alexian Brothers author- 
izing firemen to work with the hospital 
personnel but are also still continuing the 
program with Northwest Community.

Police and postal authorities are in- 


vestigating a series of apparently related 
forgery and bad Check schemes at banks 
in Des Plaines and Arlington Heights 
over the last few months. 


No arrests have been made in corf- 


nection with the incidents, but police are 
trying to develop leads that may help 
bring about the capture of some sus- 
pects,' 


Des Plaines Police Del. Herb Vol- 


berding was unable to bite a specific dol- 
lar amount taken in the frauds, but said 
it was probably several thousand dollars. 


There was some speculation that the 


suspects are working together in a satel- 
lite or spinoff organization of a check- 
passing ring active in the area during 
1972 and 1973. 


THE RING BILKED area banks and 


businesses, out of thousands of dollars by 
passing bad checks. Key figures of the 
old ring are serving prison sentences 


now and one, Willie Engrain of Chicago, 
is facing a grand jury indictment charg- 
ing him with mail theft and forgery. 
. But lower-level members may have 
started their own group of -bogus check 
artists using the methods of the old or- 
ganization, police said.

frauds are pulled off by ring members 
entering the banks and forging signa- 
tures and account numbers on deposit

Polls will open at 6 a.m. and will close at 6 p.m.

Dist. 211 ivrapup 
Student discipline 
policy review set 


Revisions in the student discipline policy for High School 


Dist! 211 will be discussed in open meetings of the board of 
education in the next few months. 


Board members agreed to the discussions during their 


meeting Thursday night and member Robert Seger suggested 
that the board meet in special sessions as a eommittee-of-the- 
whole to discuss the policy. Board Pres. Robert Creek said 
the board will probably seek the views of parents, students 
and school personnel as it reviews student discipline prac- 
tices. 


The discipline policy has been criticized by some students, 


parents and board members in recent months because it al- 
lows for the expulsion of students for poor school attendance. 
One board member, Jean Fisler, has said she is opposed to 
the policy and has repeatedly abstained from voting to expel 
students for absenteeism. 


The board voted Thursday to divide the policy into two 


parts, one on administrative details such as student registra- 
tion and the other on student discipline and attendance rules. 
Creek said the section on administration should be taken care 
of quickly but the board will probably need "three or four 
rounds" of meetings to iron out revisions of the discipline 
policy. 


Creek then asked the board to reaffirm its present policy 


while it considers changes "in order to provide some contin- 
uity in the school system." Mrs. Fisler objected. "I don't see 
any reason for a motion to reaffirm anything," she said. "It 
would be similar to voting on the policies that are going to be 
up for discussion. If we reaffirm the present policy that is 
like saying we're in favor of it." 


Creek said a split vote on expulsion cases is disheartening 


to the school's discipline officers who "have to deal with this 
day to day." He said the board should show its support of the 
administration by saying to them "until we change it you 
keep doing what you've been doing." 


Board member Edward Pefry said he is not upset by a 


split vote on an expulsion. "Nothing is black and white, it's 
all shades of gray. I have been disturbed by some unanimous 
votes." he said. 


Some board members said that the board's motion should 


not be worded "reaffirm" but should say that the present 
policy will prevail while it is being revised. Creek changed 
the wording and six board members voted in favor of the 
motion. Mrs. Fisler abstained. 


Conant High expanding 


Construction on a $200,000 addition to Conant High School 


for special education facilities is scheduled to begin in June 
after students have been dismissed for summer vacation. 


The board approved a contract with Perkins and Will Ar- 


chitects, who will oversee construction and make improve- 
ments on the rest of the Conant building in accordance with 
the state life safety code. 


The addition will add about 4,000 square feet to the building 


and will contain three special education classrooms and 
offices for the S( hool psychologist, social worker, speech ther- 
apist and learning disabilities teacher. The addition will be 
about twice the size of a similar addition built on Fremd High 
School a few years ago. 


Three new jobs created 


Three new administrative jobs have been created by the 


board for next year. 


One assistant principal will be added to the district staff. 


Four of the Dist. 211 schools each have two assistants to the 
principals. The district's newest school, Hoffman Estates 
High School, which opened in September has only one assist- 
ant principal, but a second will be added next year. An assist- 
ant principal's salary ranges from $16,200 to $21,100. 


The board also provided for a full-time administrative as- 


sistant to the superintendent. This year the administrative 
assistant has been a part-time position staffed by an intern 
studying for his doctoral degree. The salary range for the 
new job will be $16,200 to $21,100. 


The board also approved the position of assistant business 


manager. The salary for that job ranges from $14,400 to 
$21,100. 


Business Mgr. James Slater has also been granted a sabba- 


tical leave beginning in September. Slater will work part-time 
for the district for a year while he works toward a doctoral 
degree in school business management.

and withdrawal slips. The swindle in- 
cludes making a split deposit, pretending 
to put some of the money in the account 
and receiving $100 or more cash in re- 
turn. 


Police said the investigation is center- 


ing around reported mail thefts at office 
buildings in Des Plaines and Park Ridge 
'where most of the victims work. 


THE RING MEMBERS have apparent- 


ly been obtaining bills, checks, and other 
documents by stealing them from mail 
sacks at the office plazas. Checks, hand- 
writing samples and account numbers 
are obtained this way and the swindlers 
go to the bank where the victim holds his 
account to transact the fraud. 


The victim finds out a few weeks later 


that his bills never reached their destina- 
tions and that someone else has drawn 
on his bank account. 


Police have been stymied in getting de- 


scriptions of suspects, however, because 
most of the swindles have occurred at 
drive-up windows of the banks.

The total redevelopment is estimated 


to cost between $50 million and $75 mil- 
lion. 


Public meetings to inspect the plans 


are set for April 6 at village hall and at a 
village board meeting-to be set sometime 
in the next month. Presentations are also 
planned for the Downtown Merchants' 
group, Palatine Rotary and Palatine 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The Palatine Trail bicycle and hiking 


path was constructed last year on land 
leased by the park district from Com- 
monwealth Edison. The trail crosses 
Hicks Road at the northern edge of the 
Old M'adrid apartment property, and an 
underpass under the highway is planned 
for the trail. 


According to Swieca, federal require- 


ments for noise levels and other condi- 
tions are muoh more stringent when pub- 
lic land is involved. Some road projects 
which had a -design submitted prior to a 
certain' date could waive the federal 
noise requirements, but Swieca said the 
Hicks Road • widening^ may have been 
submitted too recently'to avoid the test- 
ing. 


THE CURRENT delay involves only a 


part of the total widening project, which 
takes in approximately 5V-> miles of 
Hicks Road from Euclid Avenue to Rand 
Road. The total project is expected to 
take more than five years to complete. 


Future plans call for widening Hicks 


Road from two tp four lanes from Euclid 
Avenue to the Chicago and Northwestern 
Ry. tracks, construction of an underpass 
at the tracks, widening of the Northwest 
Highway-Hicks Road combined section 
through Palatine from four to six lanes. 


The first section set for widening — 


from Baldwin to Rand — is expected to 
cost $1.9 million, with 70 per cent paid by 
the federal government and the remain- 
der by the state. The road will have a 16- 
foot median dividing the four lanes, with 
curbs, left-turn lanes and a closed drain- 
age system.

Police probing series of forgeries, bad checks

Police and postal authorities are in- 


vestigating a series of apparently related 
forgery and bad check schemes at banks 
in Des Plaines and Arlington Heights 
over the last few months. 


No arrests have been made in con- 


nection with the incidents, but police are 
trying to develop leads that may help 
bring about the capture of some sus- 
pects, 


Des Plaines Police Det. Herb Vol. 


herding was unable to cite a specific dol- 
lar amount taken in the frauds, but said 
it was probably several thousand dollars. 


There was some speculation that the 


suspects are working together in a satel- 
lite or spinoff organization of a check- 
passing ring active in the area during 
1972 and 1973, 


THE RING BILKED area banks and 


businesses out of thousands of dollars by 
passing bad checks. Key figures of the 
old ring are serving prison sentences 
now and one, Willie Engram of Chicago, 
is facing a grand jury indictment charg- 
ing him with mail theft and forgery. 


But lower-level members 'may have 


started their own group of bogus check 
artists using the methods of the old or- 
ganization, police said. 


Police believe the group is responsible 


for at least six fraudulent transactions 
victimizing account holders at the Des 
Plaines Bank, 1223 Oakton St., and one 
at the First National Bank of - Des 
Plaines, 733 Lee St. 


ANOTHER TWO apparently related in- 


cidents, involving at least $2,000 at the

frauds are pulled off by ring members 
entering the banks and forging signa- 
tures and account numbers on deposit 
and withdrawal slips. The swindle in- 
cludes making a split deposit, pretending 
to put some of the money in the account 
and receiving $100 or more cash in re- 
turn. 


Police said the investigation is center- 


ing around reported mail thefts at office 
buildings in Des Plaines and Park Ridge 
where most of the victims work. 


THE RING MEMBERS have apparent- 


ly been obtaining bills, checks, and other 
documents by stealing them from mail 


sacks at the office plazas. Checks, hand- 
writing samples and account numbers 
are obtained this way and the swindlers 
go to the bank where the victim holds his 
account to transact the fraud. 


The Victim finds out a few weeks later 


that his bills never reached their destina- 
tions and that someone else has drawn 
on his bank account. 
, 


Police have been stymied in getting de- 


scriptions of suspects, however, because 
most of the swindles have occurred at 
drive-up windows of the banks. 


Witnesses told police, however, they 


saw a woman, believed to have been in- 
volved in one of the schemes at the Ar- 
lington Heights bank, get into a blue late 
model, Buick Electra driven by another 
man.

Dist. 211 ivrapup 
Student discipline 
policy review set 


Revisions in the student discipline policy for High School 


Dist. 211 wilt be discussed in open meetings of the board of 
education in the next few months. 


Board members agreed to the discussions during their 


meeting Thursday night and member Robert Seger suggested 
that the board meet in special sessions as a committee-of-the- 
whole to discuss the policy. Board Pres. Robert Creek said 
the board will probably seek the views of parents, students 
and school personnel as it reviews student discipline prac- 
tices. 


The discipline policy has been criticized by some students, 


parents and board members in recent months because it al- 
lows for the expulsion of students for poor school attendance. 
One board member. Jean Fisler, has said she is opposed to 
the policy and has repeatedly abstained from voting to expel 
students for absenteeism. 


The board voted Thursday to divide the policy into two 


parts, one on administrative details such as student registra- 
tion and the other on student discipline and attendance rules. 
Creek said the section on administration should be taken care 
of quickly but the board will probably need "three or four 
rounds" of meetings to iron out revisions of the discipline 
policy. 


Creek then asked the board to reaffirm its present policy 


while it considers changes "in order to provide some contin- 
uity in the school system." Mrs. Fisler objected. "I don't see 
any reason for a motion to reaffirm anything," she said. "It 
would be similar to voting on the policies that are going to be 
up for discussion. If we reaffirm the present policy that is 
like saying we're in favor of it." 


Creek said a split vote on expulsion cases is disheartening 


to the school's discipline officers who "have to deal with this 
day to day." He said the board should show its support of the 
administration by saying to them "until we change it you 
keep doing what you've been doing." 


Board member Edward Perry said he is not upset by a 


split vote on an expulsion. "Nothing is black and white, it's 
all shades of gray. I have been disturbed by some unanimous 
votes," he said. 


Some board members said that the board's motion should 


not be worded "reaffirm" but should say that the present 
policy will prevail while it is being revised. Creek changed 
the wording and six board members voted In favor of the 
motion. Mrs. Fisler abstained.

Plans outlined for 480-unit project 


A Chicago developer brought plans be- 


fore the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals Friday to build 480 apartment 
and townhouse units on 43 acres near 
Schoenbeck and Palatine roads in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township near the 
village of Wheeling. 


Comsite Properties, Inc., requested a

mercial units for stores and businesses. 


A representative of the firm told board 


members that the apartment units will 
be one-story townhouses and four-story 
structures consisting of 48 units in each 
building. 


Plans -for the"development include 


McDonald Creek. "We'll have McDon- 
ald Creek run through the property," 
said the Comsite representative, "and 
create large areas of retention." 


HE ALSO ADDED that the residential 


area -will be located on the eastern por- 
tion of the property and the commercial 
area on the western-portion. The major 
access to the complex will be Schoenbeck 
Road. 


The firm maintained that the devel- 


opment will generate 121 elementary 
school age children and 32 high school 
age children' in its report. Members of 
the zoning board asked how many chil- 
dren there would be if the parcel con- 
sisted of single-family housing. 


The developers said that 60 houses 


could be built on the 42 acres and that 
possibly as much as 150 children of both 
elementary and high school age could be 
living there.

Communications system 
may hike budget $10,000 


A Slo.ouo hike In the proposed budget 


for ;i new central communications sys- 
tem in Rolling Meadows has been recom- 
mended in revised 1974-75 budget figures 
presented last week. 


The revised figures, which are still ten- 


tative, have recommended the allocation 
of $91.259 Instead of $81,072 for the new 
system, which will coordinate police, 
fire, public works and other emergency 
calls from one central radio room. 


Currently each department has its own 


radio operator and system. 


The increase is due to insurance costs 


which will be paid for the seven radio 
operators and supervisor who will man 
the communications department. 


SOME INCREASES have also been 


proposed in several public works cate- 
gories, but City Mgr. James Watson has 
said inflation will mean the level of ser- 
vices will remain about the same next 
year despite a slight Increase in avail- 
able revenues. 


The tentative figures also indicate 


there will be no expansion of the city's 
garbage program to the industrial and 
commercial sectors. 


The city currently provides free gar- 


bage service to homeowners and only a 
limited cost-service to some businesses

STRUGGLES SAID he thought the 


park facilities were used more now than 
in the past, primarily because facilities 
such as the sports complex, are open for 
longer hours. 


He added that to improve the use of 


facilities, the park district needed the 
support of the people, which "I don't 
think we've had in the past." By support, 
he said he meant additional numbers of 
people signing up for programs and 
making suggestions for new programs 
that would interest them. 


Another point Struggles made in 1971 


was that the park district should gam 
additional land in the north side of the 
district. "We're starting to," he said Fri- 
day. "But there's not that much park 
land available." Struggles said there 
were no wide open spaces where the 
park district could obtain enough land to 
put in things like a baseball diamond and 
perhaps a park district building.

$475,207 Elk Grove Township budget vote March 26 


Elk Grove Township residents' last 


chance to suggest changes or additions to 
the proposed $475,207 budget is March' 26 
during the 8 p.m. public budget hearing 
preceding adoption of the budget. 


Township officials have approved the 


preliminary budget for the 1974-75 fiscal 
year, an 8 per cent increase over last 
year's budget of $439,000.

The budget is on public display at the 


township offices at 2400 S, Arlington' 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


Biggest budget fund jump is in the 


committee on youth appropriation, In 
contrast to last year's budgeted $22,000 
figure, the auditors earmarked $58,220 
for the committee on youth fund. 


Youth commitee director Paul Pap- 


rocki will receive a 26 per cent pay raise 


from $9,500 to $12,000 a year. A further 
provision in the budget allows for anoth- 
er 10 per cent increase after six months 
which would put his salary at $13,200 
yearly. 


During the preliminary budget 'meeting 


Supervisor Richard Hall said the direc- 
tor's salary was being 
substantially 


raised to bring it up to par with other 
youth directors. 


THE TOWNSHIP has earmarked an 


almost 100 per cent increase in funding 
to the Elk Grove — Schaumburg Town- 
ships Mental Health Center.

211 ivrapup 
Student discipline 
policy review set 


Revisions in the student discipline policy for High School 


Dist 211 will be discussed in open meetings of the board of 
education in the next few months. 


Board members agreed to the discussions during their 


meeting Thursday night and member Robert Seger suggested 
that the board meet in special sessions as a committee-of-the- 
whole to discuss the policy. Board Pros. Robert Creek said 
the board will probably seek the views of parents, students 
and school personnel as it reviews student discipline prac- 
tices. 


The discipline policy has been criticized by some students, 


parents and board members in recent months because it al- 
lows for the expulsion of students for poor school attendance. 
One board member, Jean Fisler, has said she is opposed to 
the policy and has repeatedly abstained from voting to expel 
students for absenteeism. 


The board voted Thursday to divide the policy into two 


parts, one on administrative details such as student registra- 
tion and the other on student discipline and attendance rules. 
Creek said the section on administration should be taken care 
of quickly but the board will probably need "three or four 
rounds" of meetings to Iron out revisions of the discipline 
policy. 


Creek then asked the board to reaffirm its present policy 


while it considers changes "in order to provide some contin- 
uity in the school system." Mrs. Fisler objected. "I don't see 
any reason for a motion to reaffirm anything," she said. "It 
would be similar to voting on the policies that are going to be 
up for discussion. If we reaffirm the present policy that is 
like saying we're In favor of it." 


Creek said a split vote on expulsion cases is disheartening 


to the school's discipline officers who "have to deal with this 
day to day," Me said the board should show its support of the 
administration by saying to them "until we change it you 
keep doing what you've been doing." 


Board member Edward Perry said he is not upset by a 


split vote on an expulsion. "Nothing is black and white, it's 
all shades of gray. 1 have been disturbed by some unanimous 
votes," he said. 


Some board members said that the board's motion should 


not be worded "reaffirm" but should say that the present 
policy will prevail while it is being revised. Creek changed 
the wording and six board members voted in favor of the 
motion. Mrs. Fisler abstained. 


Conant High expanding 


Construction on a $200,000 addition to Conant High School 


for special education facilities is scheduled to begin in June 
after students have been dismissed for summer vacation. 


The board approved a contract with Perkins and Will Ar- 


chitects, who will oversee construction and make improve- 
ments on the rest of the Conant building in accordance with 
the state life safety code. 


The addition will add about 4,000 square feet to the building 


and will contain three soecial education classrooms and 
offices for the school psychologist, social worker, speech ther- 
apist and learning disabilities teacher. The addition will be 
about twice the size of a similar addition built on Fremd High 
School a few years ago. 


Meals on Wheels 
starts today 


Meals on Wheels, a program to deliver 


lunch and dinner to elderly invalids in 
Palatine Township, starts today. 


Joyce Lennox, coordinator for the Pal- 


atine Township Council on the Aged, is 
organizing the program. A hot lunch and 
sack dinner will be delivered each day 
by volunteers to elderly senior citizens 
who request the meals Food will be pre- 
pared by dieticians at St. Joseph's Home 
for the Elderly in Palatine. 


Applicants for the program must have 


a doctor's signature and recommended 
diet to participate. Assistance in obtain- 
ing and in completing the application is 
available by calling Mrs. Lennox at 991- 
1112. Volunteers to deliver the meals are 
also being asked to call that number. 


Meals will cost a total of $2 per day,

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Push for housing 
on St. Viator 
land slated again

T h e Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp. will try again to overcome 
objections to its proposed low-and moder- 
ate-income housing project next to St. Vi- 
ator High School in Arlington Heights. 


MHDC's board of directors voted unan- 


imously Friday to appeal a recent deci- 
sion by U.S. Dlst. Court Judge Thomas 


• 
R. McMlllen which upheld the village 
board's refusal to rezone the Viatorian 
property for the project. 


Formal notice will be filed in federal 


appeals court this week, according to 
Salvatore Ferrera, MHDC's executive di- 
rector. 


The appeal will be based on McMlllen's 


interpretation of the laws and the legal 
precedents cited in MHDC's lawsuit 
against the Arlington Heights board of 
trustees. 


Ferrera said MHDC has "more than 


adequate financial resources to carry 
this all the way to the Supreme Court if 
necessary.'1 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Village Pres. 


Jack Walsh has said on several occasions 
that the village will continue to defend 
its position in the case for as long as 
necessary. 


Despite the ruling against MHDC, Fer- 


rera said the board of directors was en- 
couraged by many points in McMillen's 
decision. 


"On many points the judge found our 


facts to be correct, but had a different 


i 
opinion on interpretation of the law — 
Interpretations which we feel can be 
strongly supported in our favor," he 
said. 


MHDC is asking court-ordered rezon- 


tng of 15 acres in the southeast corner of 
the Viatorian property in order to permit 
construction of 190 townhouses where 
rents would be subsidized for low-In- 
come, minority families. 


THE NONPROFIT development corpo- 


ration is charging that the village's re- 
fusal to change the property's single- 
family zoning is racially discriminatory. 


McMillen, however, ruled in favor of 


the village, declaring that the trustees 
were motivated "by a legitimate desire 
to protect property values and the Integ- 
rity of the village's zoning plan."

Legal and other professional services 


in the Viatorian housing case so far have 
cost the Village of Arlington Heights 
$8,284.95. 


The bulk of the money has been paid to 


Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel for his de- 
fense of the village's position in the case 
and related court costs such as printing 
of transcripts. 


Two professional witnesses -who testi- 


fied in behalf of Arlington Heights — 
planner Rolf C. Campbell and Appraiser 
F. Gregory Opeka — also are paid for 
their services. 


The decision 'by the Metropolitan Hous- 


ing'Development Corp. to appeal U. S. 
Dist. Court Judge Thomas R. McMillen's 
recent ruling in the case will result in 
added expenses for both sides. 


But it is highly unlikely that cost alone 


will force either party to give up its posi- 
tion. 


"Quite frankly, we're getting a tot of 


financial help," says MHDC Executive 
Director Salvatore Ferrera. The non- 
profit development corporation is finan- 
cially able to carry the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, he says. 


Likewise village officials have given 


no indication that justice in the case has 
a price ceiling. 


would focus on a number of conclusions 
in McMillen's decision. 


He disputed the judge's statement that 


MHDC had failed to cite any cases where 
the equal protection rights guaranteed by 
the Fourteenth Amendment had been ap- 
plied to housing. 


"We cited 16 cases where the 


Fourteenth Amendment had been used in 
housing cases," he said. 
, 


Ferrera said that the judge's accept- 


ance of MHDC's standing to bring the 
lawsuit against the village was another 
important aspect of the decision. 


"Our standing was a leading village 


objection. They brought It up in two sepr 
arate motions to dismiss the lawsuit and 
wasted a lot of time on something we 
both knew they were wrong about," he 
said, 


MHDC's original lawsuit was-filed in 


June, 1972. But the case did not come to 
trial until January of this year. 


IN HIS DECISION McMillen found that 


"there is no direct evidence by which to 
determine the motives or menial pro- 
cesses of the trustees, and plaintiffs de- 
pend on circumstantial evidence." 


But Ferrera says MHDC attorneys 


were barred from questioning village 
trustees on their motives by the judge, 
and that this point too probably would be 
included In the appeal. 


In another section of the decision, 


McMillen said MHDC had proved that 
housing for low-income families was 
scarce in Arlington Heights, But he said 
the scarcity affects all low wage earners, 
not just Blacks or Mexican-Americans. 


"The association between economic 


and racial discrimination is extremely 
strong as any number of studies' have 
shown. The overlap is between 75 and 90 
per cent," Ferrera said.

Park district's hopes boosted 
Army drops Nike site Reserve plan 


The Army will not follow through on its 


plans to establish a Reserve training cen- 
ter at the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base, Wilke and Central Rds., according 
to the office of U, S, Sen. Adlai Steven- 
son. 


The decision boosts hopes of the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District to establish 
a golf course on the site. 


A spokesman said Friday the Army 


will not meet the time limit set by the 
General Services Administration for fil- 
ing plans for the proposed training cen- 
ter on land formerly held 'by the Navy 
for use as housing. 


The fate of the 52 Navy • acres were 


clouded' last week when it was learned 
the Army sent a letter to the GSA re- 
questing' the land not be declared sur- 
plus, 


The Army and other branches of the 


armed forces had already turned down 
the land once, during the process of de- 
claring the land surplus. The Army let- 
ter, described by Stevenson's office .as 


"highly unusual," blocked the surplus 
declaration temporarily. 


The GSA had said they would give the 


Army 10 days to come up with specific 
plans for the site. If none were forthcom- 
ing the GSA would proceed with its 
polling of other federal agencies to deter- 
mine if there was any need for the land. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the Chicago of- 


fice of the GSA said when the Army let- 
ter was first received, "If they don't 
come to us, we'll go to them. We won't 
let this land sit there." 


The GSA must still complete its polling 


of the other federal agencies before the 
land can be declared surplus. If no other 
federal agencies demonstrate a need, the 
land will be turned over to a local gov- 
ernmental agency, in this case the |ark 
district, who had been asking for the land 
for more than 10 years. 


A spokesman for Sen. Stevenson, said, 


"Right now the chances for the park dis- 
trict are excellent." 


KAY MULLER, park district vice 


president, said Friday, "It sounds super. 
It's'somewhat like fighting city hall. You 
go into it thinking you can't win, and 
when you do win, it's a fantastic feel- 
ing." 


She added, "A lot of credit has to go to 


the homeowners associations for their in- 
terest in this. They have shown a great 
concern and done a lot of work on our 
behalf." 


Tom McDonnell, a member of the Citi- 


zens Committee for Utilization of the 
Nike Base said, "We really believe that 
we h a v e r e c e i v e d the kind of 
Congressional help we had asked for and 
expected of Adlai Stevenson." 


JOHN TAMRAZ, a civilian employe of 


Ft. Sheridan public information office, 
said, "I can make no comment on the 


letter or the action by the GSA." 


Tamraz said that although the request 


had originated from Ft. Sheridan, the de- 
tails of any request would be handled 
"further up the chain of command." 


Stevenson's office also said a report 


from the Army on possible uses of the 
remaining Army land at the base was 
due March 25. The base lost its mission 
earlier this year when funding for the 
Nike-Hercules missile system was cut 
from the federal budget. 


If no uses are shown by the Army for 


the rest of the land, it too will enter the 
declaration of surplus procedure. 


The park district plans to build a $1 


million golf course on the Nike base. The 
board has already approved plans sub- 
mitted by David Gill, Golf course archi- 
tect, for the course to be named Loch- 
land Links. A referendum would be 
needed to finance the project.

A Chicago developer brought plans be- 


fore the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals Friday to build ,480, apartment 
and townhouse units on 43 acres near 
Schoenbeck and Palatine roads in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township near the 
village of Wheeling-. 


Comsite Properties, Inc., requested a 


zoning change to enable the construction 
of the units to be sold as condominiums 
on a parcel north of Palatine Road and 


• east of Schoenbeck Road, across the 
street from the proposed Harper College 
site. 


Also included in the plans are com- 


• mercial units for stores and businesses. 


A representative of the firm told board 


members that the apartment units will 
be one-story townhouses and four-story 
structures consisting of 48 units in each 
building. 


Plans for the development include. 


McDonald Creek. "We'll have McDon- 
ald Creek run through the property," 
said the Comsite representative, "and 
create large areas of retention." 


HE ALSO ADDED that the residential 


area 'will be located on the eastern por- 
tion of the property and the commercial 
area on the western portion. The major 
access to the complex will be Schoenbeck 
Road. 


The firm maintained that the devel- 


opment will generate 121 elementary 


school age children and 32 high school 
age children in its report.' Members of 
the zoning board asked how many chil- 
dren there would be if the parcel con- 
sisted of single-family housing. 


The developers said that 60 houses 


could be built on the 42 acres and that 
possibly as much as 150 children of both 
elementary and high school age could be 
living there. 


A decision by the Cook County Zoning 


Board of Appeals to grant or deny a zon- 
ing change could take several weeks, of- 
ficials say. In the" meantime, surrounding 
villages affected by the possible devel- 
opment may hold their own hearings.

Auto emission test proposal opposed here 


Arlington Heights' Environmental Con- 


trol Commission' is urging the village 
board to pro-test, a proposed Cook County 
ordinance that would make emission 
testing mandatory for all cars registered 
in the county. 


In a report to the board of trustees, 


ECC Chairwoman Jean Hanlon says that 
testing the 1.5 million cars in the county 
would be costly an<} have only limited 
value in improving air quality. 


The cost of a county-wide exhaust test- 


ing program, similar to the emission 
testing now required within the City of 
Chicago, is $3.5 million. The Chicago pro- 
gram is expected to cut pollution within 
the city's central business, district by 
only 1.5 per cent, Mrs. Hanlon reports. 


UNDER THE ORDINANCE now being 


considered by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, owners of cars that fail 
the pollution control test will have 30 


days in which to tune up their car and 
return for reinspection. 


Cars that fail the test for a second or 


third time will not be registered by the 
Secretary of State.

tainties about the accuracy of the tests 
are further defects in the proposed coun- 
ty ordinance, Mrs. Hanlon says.

A public hearing on the ordinance was 


conducted Monday, but the draft law still 
has not received formal approval by the 
board of commissioners. 


County officials say they need the ordi- 


nance in order to meet clean air stan- 
dards dictated by the federal govern- 
ment. So far, there has been no promise 
of federal funds to help pay the cost of 
the annual inspection. 


The village board is scheduled to con- 


sider ; the ECC recommendation at its 
regular meeting Monday night. 
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ALSO ON THE board of trustees' 
agenda is a decision on how to finance an 
anticipated $200,000 deficit in the vil- 
lage's 1974-75 budget. 


Several trustees have said they favor 


raising Arlington Heights' property tax 
by about 6 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation to come up with the additional 
money. Others advocate using federal 
revenue sharing. 


•The Village of Arlington Heights has 


half a million dollars in revenue sharing 
money. The funds, which have been ac- 
cumulated since the cash grant program 
began in 1972, were earmarked by the 
board for land acquisition. 


A close vote is expected on the tax in- 


crease question. The matter was post- 
poned at the last board meeting March 4 
because two trustees were absent from 
that meeting. 
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
